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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Terashima et al. (USPN 4,900,665). 

Terashima discloses a multijlayer analytical element that comprises a water- 
impermeable transparent support (col. 3, lines 54-65), at least one water-permeable 
layer (col. 4, lines 24-56), and a spreading layer which is composed of polyester and 
has a function of spreading liquid uniformly (col. 6, lines 7-68; col. 9, line 28 and line 51- 
52), laminated in this order, characterized in that surface of fiber constituting said 
spreading layer is coated with an organic solvent (col. 8, lines 23-49, specifically lines 
35-38), supplying a reagent solution on the spreading layer (col. 7, lines 50-68). 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kitajima et al. (USPN 4,292,272) 

Kitajima discloses a multilayer analytical element that comprises a water- 
impermeable transparent support (col. 6, lines 48), at least one water-permeable layer 
(col. 6, lines 54-67), and a spreading layer which is composed of polyester and has a 
function of spreading liquid uniformly (col. 6, line 68- col. 8; col. 7 lines 56-56), laminated 
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in this order, characterized in that surface of fiber constituting said spreading layer is 
coated with an organic solvent (coi. 8, lines 45-50; coi. 3, lines 34-38), supplying a 
reagent solution on the spreading layer (col. 7, lines 46-56).
